What Is Ceremonial and 


What Is Moral Law? 


By the Editor 


A good friend in Michigan writes saying, “I wrote a 
letter to you during May Letter Month and I do thank you 
very much for the booklet on Amusements for Christians. 
I agree with you about them on nearly every count. However, 
there is one thing I want to ask you about which you said 
in it. And that is what you said about women not wearing 


jeans because of Deuteronomy 22:5. 


Now the question I 


want to ask you is this: JS the suit that you have on at the 
present moment 100% wool? or 100% linen? You know what 
I am getting at, don’t you?—verse 11. “Thou shalt not wear 
a garment of divers sorts, as of woolen and linen together.’ 
And what about your fringes? verse 12, and your house? 
verse 8. Is it right to just pick out verse 5 for today and 


skip the rest of the chapter?” 


The editor’s answer is as follows. 


August 8, 1955 
Dear: Mrs: W_....... - 

I am always glad to hear from 
you and I am grateful for your 
friendship and for your gift. 

Now to answer your question 
briefly. There are two ways to 
know what is ceremonial law and 
what is moral law, required of 
every one. If it is inherently right 
or wrong, and is the law written 
in the heart and conscience of 
people, then it is moral law. If 
it is an arbitrary matter without 
any inherent right or wrong in 
it, but intended as an object les- 
son on a ceremony with a spirit- 
ual meaning, then it is ceremonial 
law. Circumcision is an example 
of ceremonial law. There is no 
moral rightness in circumcision. 
It is right for Jews only, because 
it is commanded. In the 20th 
chapter of Exodus, with a spirit- 
ual mind one can soon see that 
part of it is moral law like, ““Thou 
shalt not steal.” The part about 
the sabbath and about the kind 
of altar for sacrifice is ceremonial 
law. 

The second and most important 
way we can know what is cere- 
monial law is by the New Testa- 
ment. All the Old Testament com- 
mands which are represented in 
the New ‘Testament are moral 
law. 

By this standard we know that 
the matter of wearing of fringes 
on garments is ceremonial law. 
It is not inherently the matter of 
right and wrong and it is not re- 
stated in the New Testament. By 
these same rules we can tell that 
Deuteronomy 22:5 is moral law. 
Everywhere it is.written in the 
conscience of common people that 
it is wrong for a man to be a 
sissy and wrong for a woman to 
be masculine. Among the most 
ignorent people there are proverbs 
like, “A whistling woman and a 
crowing hen are sure to come to 
some bad end.” I don’t think it 
is wrong for a woman to whistle, 
but in the old days only men 
whistled and it was not considered 
lady-like to whistle, Women ought 
to act like women and dress like 
women, Men ought to act like 
men and dress like men. So it is 
written in the conscience of decent 
people everywhere. 

But this is also taught in the 
New Testament. Read I Corin- 


thians 11:1-16, I Corinthians 14: 
34, .35,.and many other’ such 
Scriptures. It is clear that a wo- 
man is not to take a man’s place, 
not to have her hair cut like a 
man, n to dress like a man. 
Deuteronomy 22:5 is based on a 
clear moral matter of right and 
wrong. 

Women .are not to dress like 
men. Men are not to dress like 
women. One is to set out to fill 
the place God has given him and 
not to dress to appear other than 
he or she is and not to rebel 
against God’s place for him or 
her. The idea that there is no 
real difference in what God ex- 
pects of a man and what God 
expects of a woman is utterly 
false. Both are saved alike, both 
can pray alike, But, in the home 
and in church leadership God has 
different plans for them.

What is your opinion of the 
book, The Robe? 


I cannot recommend this book, 
It is evidently written by a mod- 
ernist. It is not historically ace 
curate. Much more, it is not scrip- 
turally accurate. The author 
evidently believes some of the mir- 
acles of the Bible and some he 
does not believe. He does not think 


the Bible wholly inspired of God, 


And he utterly misunderstands the 
plan of salvation. He leaves out 
altogether the need for being born 
again, 


What do you think of the book 
In His Steps? 


Though Charles M. Sheldon 
himself later went into modernism, 
and his other books are not to be 
commended, Jn His Steps wags 
written when he still believed the 
Bible. It clearly teaches convers 
sion, regeneration by the blood, 
And the lesson of walking in the 
steps of Jesus is for Christians, not 
for unsaved people. The truth of 
the matter is that imitation of 
Christ is exactly what Christiang 
ought to do. “Let this mind be in 
you, which was also in Christ Je- 
sus” (Phil. 2:5), and again, “For 
even hereunto were ye called: bee 
cause Christ also suffered for us, 
leaving us an example, that ye 
should follow his steps” (I Pet. 23 
21). 


The book was a great blessing 
to me as a young Christian, and 
has proved the same to thousands 
of others, 


What does ‘‘Apocrypha’’ mean? 


The Apocrypha (pronounced d- 
pok’-ri-fa) is simply some old 
writings which a few people have 
thought were inspired of God be- 
cause they were so ancient, but 
which do not claim to be apart 
of the Bible and have not been 
received by spiritual people as 
part of the Bible. By comparison 
one can tell that they are not 
the inspired Word of God like 
the rest of the Bible. Sometimes 
they have been printed in fam- 
ily Bibles, sometimes in separate 
volumes. The Catholics believe 
some of them are the Word of 
God and put them in the Catholic 
Bibles. But Protestants and Bi- 
ble believers generally are agreed 
that they are not a part of the 
Bible itself and should not be res 
garded as inspired and authori- 
tative. 

Some people have tried to make 
money out of the Apocrypha by 
advertising them as “the lost 
books of the Bible.” But they are 
not books of the Bible, and they 
have never been lost. My father 
had a copy of them; they are 
often published and sold. 


Is hypnotism of JGod or the 
Devil? 


I do not believe that hypnotism 
had any large place in Bible 
times, and so I do not know that 
the Scripture has much to say 
about it. 

It is possible that the “enchan- 
ter” or the “charmer” named in 
Deuteronomy 18:10, 11 referred to 
a hypnotist. I am not sure. 

However, there are several 
reasons why a Christian should 
be very careful about dealing with 
hypnotism. First, it is often used 
in pretense. Hypnotists are of- 
ten frauds. Second, the field is not 
well developed as yet, and it is 
possible that it might be used for 
Satan, or that one, through hye 
pnotism, might be led under the 
influence of bad _ spirits, 

Summing up, I think the Bi- 
ble does not tell enough about 
hypnotism for us to be very dogs 
matic about it, but we should be 
cautious, and not believe all that 
we hear about it, or that people 
tell us about it, until the facts 
are better known.

Brooks, or Fosdick—ito be his chief 
example, so Josiah chose David as 
his pattern of what a king ought to 
be. As in a physician's office one 
often sees on the wall the portrait of 
some great scienlist or physician, so 
on tha wall of Josiah’'s mind one 
finds the portrait of David.” 

Very subtly, Dr. Weatherspoon 
has inserted the name of Amer- 
ica’s most blasphemous pulpit fig- 
ure along with the spiritual giants 
of the past; and then he makes 
an analogy that gives Fosdick the 
same standing as a great preach- 
er that is accorded to Charles 
Spurgeon and George Truett! This 
is unthinkable! Yet, it is just this 
kind of attitude that breeds mod- 
ernism and enables the Devil to 
do on the inside what he could 
never accomplish from the _ out- 
side. Bh: 


Charles Spurgeon and_ these 
other preachers mentioned (other 
than Fosdick) were firm believ- 
ers in the Bible as the Word of 
God. Dr. Fosdick has denied and 
repudiated every fundamental of 
the faith we hold so dear as Bap- 
tists. Why in the name of God 
would a spiritual man want to 
hold up somebody like Harry Em- 
erson Fosdick as an ideal for 
young preachers? But, in order 
for you to better consider the man 
in question, let’s take a look at 
his record. 

Harry Emerson Fosdick ’was for 
years the pastor of Riverside Bap- 
tist Church in New York City. He 
was responsible for their dropping 
the name “Baptist” completely, so 
that now the church is known as 
simply, “Riverside Church.” This is 
the same “Baptist”? preacher who 
wrote a letter on January 31, 1945. 
to a Mr. W: B. Burkhart of Har- 
risburg, Pennsylvania, stating: 

“I am a liberal in theology. and 
have been since 1 was a young man 

Of course, I do not believe in the 
Virgin Birth, or in that old-fashionec 
substitutionary doctrine of the atone. 


ment; and I do not know of an 
intelligent Christian minister whc 
does.” 


If Dr. Weatherspoon agrees witli 
this man whom he has classifiec 
along with other great preach 
ers, why then, he is not qualified t 
teach in any Baptist institutior 
that makes an iota of a claim for 
New Testament Christianity. I’ 
he doesn’t agree with infidel-Fos 
dick, then he most certainly is en 
dorsing a man who openly declare’ 
that all who believe in the bloorc 
atonement are not intelligent! It’: 
up to the good Doctor to classifs 
himself and run with the crows 
to which he feels best suited

THE KING OF THE JEWS by 
John R. Rice, Sword of the Lord 
Publishers, Wheaton, Illinois. 504 
pages, $3.95. 

This is a monumental volume of 
a little more than 500 pages on the 
Gospel According to Matthew. 
After a very comprehensive au- 
thor’s preface setting forth the 
author’s convictions and plan of 
work, and the introduction to the 
Gospel of Matthew, we have a 
book of 28 chapters covering the 
identical chapters of Matthew, 
with an almost word-for-word com- 
mentary on each verse. This work 
is the result of vears of thorough 
study and practice, and will be 
treasured by all who love the Bible 
as God's revealed Word.

HIGHLIGHTS OF ARCHAE- 
OLOGY IN BIBLE LANDS by 
Fred H. Wight, Moody Press, Chi- 
cago, Illinois. 243 pages, $3.95. 

This is the best handbook on 
Bible archaeology that I have 
found thus far. It does not propose 
to be encyclopedic or profoundly 
scholarly; it sticks to its objective 
of being “highlights.” Excellently 
illustrated, it covers a wide area of 
archaeological information. With- 
out doubt its most valuable con- 
tribution is its “Biblical Guide to 
Contents.” Therein the Bible stu- 
dent will find listed archaeological 
illustrations according to the chap- 
ters in the Bible. For example, the 
Sunday School teacher is preparing 
a lesson on Genesis 18, and finds 
a reference to ‘Sites of Sodom and 
Gomorrah” on pages 104, 105. In 
studying Ruth he finds reference 
to chapter four, “Legal Use of 
Shoes” on page 60. The book is 


highly informative and helpful.

COMMENTARY ON THE 
EPISTLES OF JAMES AND 
JOHN by Alexander Ross, Wm. B. 
Eerdmans Publishing Company, 
Grand Rapids, Michigan. 249 
pages, $3.50. 

This volume of the international 
commentary on the New Test- 
ament is scholarly, penetrating, 
informative. There is clear pre- 
sentation of the spirit as well as 
the letter of the Word. The ex- 
position is understandably brief, 
pointed, and illuminating. Premil- 
lennial students of the Scriptures 
will take issue on occasion with 
interpretation of eschatological 
passages. For example, the ‘“‘com- 
ing of the Lord” (Jas. 5:7) is ex- 
plained, “The word speaks of the 
coming of Christ in kingly ma- 
jesty and glory. Such a ‘royal 
visit’ took place at the Fall of 
Jerusalem, when the Divine Judg- 
ment fell with shattering effect 
on the Jewish economy.” In the 
footnote is added “While we. can- 
not close our eyes to the fact 
that the N. T. announces a final 
Coming of the Lord, at the con- 
summation of all things, it seems 
sound enough at the same time to 
see preliminary comings, in the 
great moral catastrophes of hu- 
man history...”

Alcoholic 


Capt. Francis J. Black, Jr., who 
regularly flies a $2,000,000 Lock- 
heed ‘Constellation for a major air 
line in the United States, wrote 
some pointed words in The Voice 
for June, 1955, voicing concern 
over the growing practice of bev- 
erage alcohol to passengers on 
regularly scheduled flights. - 


Until World War II, no drink- 
ing was allowed on any American 
air line. In fact if any prospective 
passenger showed up with a rosy 
hue, he was often not permitted 
to board his plane. Soon after the 
war, however, a few foreign air 
lines began serving alcoholic bev- 
erages to passengers, and several 
American air lines waited only a 
few months before meeting the 
“competition” with the same ser- 
vice, 


But listen to the warning of 
Captain Black: 


“My plea at the present time is 
SAFETY, forgetting the moral 
values involved entirely. Airline 
flying, as we know it in this coun- 
try, is now a wonderful way to 
travel. But it won’t be nearly as 
safe with drunks fighting in the 
cabin... 

“Once I saw a dozing drinker 
light several cigarettes and drop 
each one of them down in the up- 
holstery still burning. Recently an- 
other captain told me he was call- 
ed into the cabin to put a drink- 
ing—not drunk—passenger into his 
seat and stop him from annoying 
others. The offender looked up at 
the captain, quite provoked, and 
said, ‘I will kill you.’ Pleasant 
thought for the man, to say noth- 
ing of the nerves of the other 
passengers... 


“On another line recently, a 
‘drinker’ attacked the plane’s cap- 
tain and had to be tied with a 
rope on the floor where he spent 
the rest of the flight. Suppose he 
had had a gun?” 


Captain Black reports that the 
airline companies are not happy 
over this practice at all. Serving 
alcoholic beverages “... .is a great 
bother which produces little or 
no income and often a great ex- 
pense. It is messy and makes it 
more diffcult to hire stewardesses. 
It is one thing to be a charming 
hostess and another to be a bar 
maid. Most pilots and stewardesses 
are flatly against serving drinks 
in flight.” 

What can be done about this 
situation? Pilot Black offers one 
suggestion: “May I suggest that 
the next time you plan to fly, ask 
the line you call if they serve 
liquor to their passengers and let 
them know that you prefer to 
travel with companies that do not. 
There is competition on most 
every route now, and the com- 
panies will listen to you,

8 And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye, 
but considerest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye? 


4 Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother, Let me pull out the mote 
out of thine eye; and, behold, a 
beam is in thine own eye? 

5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out 
the beam out of thine own eye; 
and then shalt thou see clearly 
to cast out the mote out of thy 
brother’s eye. 


6 Give not that which is holy 
anto the dogs, neither cast ye 
your pearls before swine, lest they 
trample them under their feet, 
and turn again and rend you. 

—Matt. 7:1-6. 


“Judge not, that ye be not jud- 
ged.” Compare this with Luke 6: 
37, 38. That is, one is not to pass 
judgment on people’s motives and 
heart, since one does not know 
them. We can never tell definitely 
what people think, how they feel, 
or the desires of their hearts. We 
cannot tell whether or not people 
are saved. Only God who knows 
the heart can do so. 

The particular reason given here 
for not judging others is 


be not judged.” Do you want 


others judging your héart, your 
motives, your deeds, condemning 


you when they cannot have all 
the evidence? Luke 6:37 throws 
further light on this. Judging not 
is part of being merciful (Luke 
6:36) and has the same promise. 
“Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned: forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven: Give, and it 
shall be forgiven unto you.” One 
who judges others is not merci- 
ful and will not receive mercy. 
If he condemns, he will be con- 
demned. If he will not forgive, 
then he shall not be forgiven. If 
he does not give, he shall not 
receive. This is the law of God. 

Compare verse 1 with verses 
16 and 20. “Beware of false 
prophets ... Ye shall know them 
by their fruits.” People often think 


these contradict each other. They |: 


do not. We cannot judge people, 
but we can judge doctrine. I can- 
not tell whether a man is saved, 
but I can tell whether his doctrine 
is true or false, by comparing it 
with the Bible. A man may be a 
false prophet (vs. 15) in doctrine, 
and you can so judge by the fruit, 
that is, by his teaching. But you 
cannot certainly know by one’s 
actions whether he is saved or not 
Saved, and you cannot read the 
motives of the heart. Be merciful 
about passing judgment or you 
may be judged with. out mercy 
yourself. 

Notice “Thou hypocrite” (vs. 5). 
The term is several times used 
in this pte on the Mount 
(Matt. 6:2, 5, 16). The sins warn- 
ed against «3 are the sins of moral 
church-going people, even of saved 
people. Christians are often hy- 
pocrites about praying, about giv- 
ing, about fasting, about judging 
others. 


Verses 3 to 5 indicate that 
those most critical of others have 
the biggest sins. So says Romans 
2:1 also. Thosereally closest to 
God are charitable, willing to for- 
give rather than to criticize, anx- 
ious to lift up instead of tear down. 
Here we are told that the ordi- 
nary critic has a beam or plank in 
his own eye when -he-wants to get 
the mote or dust out of his -bro- 
ther’s eye. The best Christians 
may have motes or dust in their 
eyes, since all of us are sinful 
and weak and live in the midst 
of a wicked world. They need 
these motes removed, but we 
should not listen to the criticisms 
of those who are in worse sin 
than the ones they criticize. Verse 
3 tells of a universal failing among 
human beings. It is eaiser to see 
the other man’s sins than our own. 
In Luke 6:37-42 the same teach- 
ing is given. 

Often a Christian who has a 
complaint against another Chris- 
tian, after a time of repentance 
and confession of his own sins will 
find that his grievance against

a brother or sister has completely 
disappeared. In dozens of cases 
I have known of backsliders or 
lost sinners who despised and crit- 
cized preachers and their sermons 
but when the sinner was saved or 
the backslider got right with God. 
he found his criticisms had all 
disappeared. 

“Give not that which is holy 
unto the dogs, neither cast ye your 
pearls before swine...” This 
verse indicates there are some 
people with whom we ought not 
to associate and persons some- 
times reach a state- where we 
should not even give them the 
Gospel. The Lord even warns us 
that when people commit a cer- 
tain sin we should not pray for 
it (I John 5:16). There are times 
when Christians should shake the 
dust off their feet and go out of 
certain homes or even out of cer- 


tain towns (Matt. 10:14: Luke 
10:11). After repeated warnings, 
Moses said to Pharoah, “..-. I 


will see thy face again no more” 
(Exod. 10:29). There are times 
when you can do more to win a 
lost sinner by giving him some 
plain, honest words and leaving 
him for the Holy Spirit to teach. 


‘Verse 6 certainly means that there 


are some people so set in sin 
that we should not associate with 
them. On. some occasions Chris- 
tians can fall into such sin that 
to be excluded from 
churches (I Cor. 5:1-5) and when 
they should be treated by Chris- 
tian people as publicans, that is, 
avoided as lost sinners are (Matt 
18:17). 

However, you must remember 
that in- actual practice the ex- 
ample of Jesus indicates that the 
self-righteous Pharisees would be 
the ones to avoid while He gave 
the Gospel to publicans and har- 
lots and was often gladly received 
by them. 


Remember that those who judge 
others—people who think they 
know so much that they feel per- 
fectly free to criticize anybody— 
are more likely to be the dogs 
and swine of verse 6 than drunk- 
ards and criminals. Often the 
vilest sinners hear the Gospel most 
gladly, when self-righteous, critical 
hypocrites will not. 

Beware of the great sin of judg- 
ing others. Compare it with James 
4:11. See also I Timothy 5:19 and 
Isaiah 65:5. A sermon on this 
subject by the author is printed in 
the book, The Ruin of a Chris- 
tian, with the same publisher as 
this volume. It has helped many.

Many devout and capable Bible 
scholars have come to see that 
there is a mistranslation of II 
Thessalonians 2:3, and that Paul 
was still explaining the rapture as 
he wrote this second letter to the 
Thessalonian Church. The Greek 
text shows that the words “a fal- 
ling away” are translated from 
“hee apostasia,’ and Liddel and 
Scotts Greek Lexicon gives “de- 
partment” or departure as one of 
the definitions of the word 
“apostasia.” 


The Geneva Bible of 1537 gives 
this as ‘“‘a departing.” William 
Tyndale, in his 1539 Bible speaks 
of it as “a departynge.”’ Cranmer’s 
Bible of 1537 also gives the same 
meaning of “departure.” The first 
Bible to translate this “a falling 
away” is the King James Version. 


Dr. E. Schuyler English, editor 
of Our Hope magazine, said that 
this Scripture so intrigued him 
that he desired to know what 
others would say about it. Writing 
to several men whose standing as 
believers in the Bible as the Word 
of God is unquestioned, and whose 
‘}understanding of Greek enables 
them to speak with assurance, he 
received replies that helped to 
i$ | throw light on this important por- 
f } tion of Scripture. 
| There seems to be no doubt that 
ob Paul was telling the Thessalonians 
of the departure of the saints in 
the rapture, and was not at this 
time making any reference to the 
apostacy. There are many. words 
in our English language in which 
the prefix “apo” is used, and all 
of them utilize the meaning of 
the Greek ‘‘apo” in so doing. 

The prefix ‘apo’ means literally 
“from, away from, off.” The word 
apostle means ‘“‘one sent away.” 
The Greek word “kalyptein” 
means to cover or conceal, Using 
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the prefix “apo” we have the word 
“apokalyptein” from which we get 
our word ‘‘apocalypse” meaning to 
uncover, or unveil, or disclose to 
view. This is our word for the 
writings of The Revelation. 

The Greek word “stasia’”’ means 
“standing, or the place where one 
is standing.” Combined with the 
prefix “apo” it would be “apo- 
stasia” or departure from where 
one is standing. If Paul was ac- 
tually referring to the apostacy 
here, he would have uséd the ex- 
pression ‘‘a-pisteuo.” This~ would 
be the word “pisteuo” which 
means faith, trust, and obedience. 
By using the first letter of the 
Greek alphabet as a prefix, he 
would have given “pisteuo” a 
negative sense, or “No faith, no 
trust, no obedience.” This is apo- 
stacy or a falling away from faith. 

Dr, English reports that Dr. 
Clarence Mason of the Phila- 
delphia School of the Bible replied 
to his inquiry as follows: “I am 
greatly impressed by the evidence 
in favor of the translation ‘depar- 
ture’ without reading into it the 
thought of departure from the 
faith. It appears to me that it 
makes better sense to have aposta- 
sia and the manifestation of the 
man of sin to be descriptions of 
historical events, rather than a de- 
scription of what those events 
cause. The departure of the saints 
with the Holy. Spirit is a distinct 
historical event, as is the manifes- 
tation of the man of sin.” 


Dr. Allen A. MacRae of Faith 
Theological Seminary, Blooming- 
ton, Delaware, said in his reply 
that the noun “apostasia” occurs 
only twice in the New Testament, 
but that it is derived from the 
verb “aphisteemi,” of which vari- 
ous forms are found in the New 
Testament record. Of the 15 times 
this verb occurs, 11 are trans- 
lated “depart” and the other 4 
rendered “draw away,” “fall 
away,” “refrain from,” and ‘“with- 
draw oneself.” “Only three of the 
occurrences have any reference to 
a departure from the faith.” 

Dr. Dwight Pentecost of Phila- 
delphia School of the Bible, Dr. 
Kenneth Wuest of Moody Bible 
Institute and others agreed with 
Dr. English that the Greek text of 
II Thessalonians 2:3 should be 
considered as referring to the de- 
parture of the saints described in 
I Thessalonians 4:13-18. 


Dr. Wuest said: ‘The hee apos- 
tasia therefore cannot be either a 
general apostacy in Christendom 
which does precede the coming of 
Antichrist, nor can it be the par- 
ticular apostacy which is the re- 
sult of his activities in making 
himself the alone object of wor- 
ship . . . I am driven to the in- 
escapable, conclusion that the hee 
apostasia in II Thessalonians 2:3 
refers to the rapture of the 
Church which precedes the Day of 
the Lord, and holds back the reve- 
lation of the Man of Sin who 
ushers in the world aspect of that 
period.” 

Dr. Wuest further said: ‘Had 
the translators included the def- 
inite article in their translation 
and used the word departure, thus 
allowing the student of the Eng- 
lish Bible to come to his own con- 
clusion regarding the interpreta- 
tion of what the departure is, as 
the context throws light upon the 
expression, we would have been 
saved from the generally accepted 
interpretation of this passage.” 

Paul’s use of the definite article 
means that he was talking to the 
Thessalonian Christians about 


| “The Departure,” or “The Rap- 


ture,” of which there is only the 
one he has just described in the 
latter part of his first letter to 
them. So far as is known the 
Thessalonian Church knew noth- 
ing of any coming apostacy, nor 
were they concerned with that 
sort of trouble in their own 
Church at that time,

1, HIS STRENGTH 


David was just a young fellow 
when he faced the giant Goliath. 
Goliath was more than nine feet 
high and the champion of the 
Philistines, He had defied every- 
one to fight him, and the whole 
army of Israel was afraid of him. 
He had agreed to fight anyone in 
Israel with the understanding that 
the one who won would be victor- 
ious for the entire army. But no 
one would dare fight such a giant. 
But along came the young shep- 
herd boy, David; he agreed to 
fight Goliath. The army thought 
he was crazy, but he was per- 
mitted to fight the giant. David 
first tried on the king’s armor, 
but took it off because it was too 
heavy for him. He then chose five 
smooth stones from the brook and 
went to face the giant. (Imagine 
going to fight a nine foot giant, 
decked out in all of his armor, 
with only a. slingshot and five 
stones). But Davy knew he was 
right because the Lord was with 
him and he went ahead. Goliath 
saw David and laughed at him, 
made fun of him and said, “I will 
give thy flesh unto the fowls of 
the air, and to the beasts of the 
field.” It was then that David 
said, “Thou comest to me with a 
sword, and with a spear, and with 
a shield: but I come to thee in the 
name of the Lord of hosts, the 
God of the armies of Israel, whom 
thou hast defied.” 

David then took a stone from his 
eae put it in the sling, and threw 
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it at the giant, and as Billy Sun- 
day used to say, “He hit him be- 
tween the blinkers, and he went 
down for the count.” The stone 
landed right between the eyes of 
Goliath, knocking him cold. Then 
Davy took Goliath’s sword and 
cut off his head. Then God gave a 
great victory to Israel by the 
hand of David, David knew that 
he was right because the Lord 
was his strength; he went ahead 
and God gave him the victory. 
In the Davy Crockett song there 
is something about him killing a 
bear when he was three years old 
(although I doubt that), but our 
hero here, David, did kill a bear 
When he was just a young fellow 
--probably when he was thirteen 
or fourteen years old. David could 
do this because the Lord was his 
strength. David also killed a lion | 
when he was just a young fellow, 
too. I know that this is true, be- 
cause the Bible says so. “Thy 
servant slew both the lion and the 
bear ... The Lord that delivered 
me out the the paw of the lion, 
and.out of the paw of the bear, 


ings, and did not move one single 
board. Then the tornado set down 
right at the edge of their farm 
and destroyed everything for 
miles ahead of it. But not one 
board was out of place on any of 
their buildings!

David 
said, ‘““Thou hast also given me the 
shield of thy salvation” (Ps. 18: 
35). Again David said of the Lord, 
“For thou, Lord, wilt bless the 
righteous; with favour wilt thou |

(Pa DiiZ), 

How wonderful it is to know 
that in Jesus Christ we have One 
who will be a shield to us. During

he will deliver me out of the hand 
of this Philistine’ (I Sam. 17:36, 
37). David killed a bear, and he 
killed a lion (he’s my hero), but 
he could do this because the Lord 
was his strength, David said on 
another occasion, ‘God is. our 
refuge and strength, a very pres- 
ent help in trouble” (Ps. 46:1). 

Samson was the strongest man 
who ever lived. He could kill a 
lion with his bare hands; he could 
walk away with the big gate of 
a city; he could kill a thousand 
men with the jawbone of an ass; 
and, he could pull down the pillars 
of a temple, killing thousands and 
thousands of people. But Samson 
could only do such feats because 
the Lord was his strength. The 
Bible tells us all about these great 
feats of strength that Samson 
performed. Then when Samson 
disobeyed the Lord and _ sinned, 
he lost his strength because the 
Lord departed from him. While 
Samson made the Lord his 
strength, he could perform mir- 
acles of strength that no other 
human being could perform, but 
when he sinned against the Lord, 
he lost his strength, he lost his 
eyesight, and finally he lost his 
life. But David’s strength was in 
the Lord, and the Lord blessed 
him.

2. HIS SHIELD 


David said in II Samuel 22:2, 3, 
“The Lord . is my Shield.” A 
shield was used for protection, 
and David could say, “The Lord 
is my shield, or protection.’ Isn't 
that wonderful? Many times 
David was in danger from _ his 
enemies, and sometimes from his 
friends, but he was always deliv- 
ered from evil because he made 
the Lord his shield. King Saul 
tried to kill David a number of 
times, and the Lord delivered him. 
There are no hero stories that 
will equal David and his victories 
that the Lord gave him. “Davy 
Crockett” is also called “The king 
of the wild frontier,” but the 
David of the Bible was also a 
king, and he went to many of the 
“wild frontiers” to battle’ the 
enemy, and he always won the 
battle, because the Lord was his 
shield. David said, “God is our 
refuge [shield| and strength, a 
very present help in trouble’ (Ps. 
46:1). 

While I was in a revival in a 
certain city in Wisconsin years 
ago, a tornado hit the edge of 
the town and demolished every 
home and barn and building with- 
in miles of a certain area-—except 
the home of a fine Christian man 
and his wife. They loved and 
served the Lord Jesus’ Christ. 
Their farm was right in the mid- 
dle of the tornado. Houses and 
barns were destroyed on every 
side for miles around, When the 
tornado hit, the husband was in 
the barn and his wife and little 
boy were in the house. They tried 
to go to the storm cellar, but the 
wind was so strong that they 
could not even open the door, so 
they knelt beside the couch and 
prayed, and God answered, ‘The 
tornado came blowing right to- 
ward their house, and just as it 


have rejoiced many times in the 
|way that the Lord has made 
| Himself a shield to me and pro- 
'tected when human help was im- 
| possible, In three different revival 
campaigns in a large tent, it has 
rained so hard that I could not 
be heard even over the micro- 
phone. I felt led to pray and ask 
the Lord to stop the rain so we 
could go on with the service, be- 
cause it was for His glory, and in 
less than five minutes the rain 
had stopped to a very, very light 
sprinkle. The Lord was our 
shield. 

When you trust in the arm of 
the flesh, instead of making the 
Lord your shield, it always brings 
trouble. I sat in a courtroom in a 
city in California a few months 
ago and heard the story of a 
young seventeen-year-old boy 
named Ronnie. The story was told 
by the attendant at the filling 
station which Ronnie had tried to 
rob. Here was the story: Ronnie 
had. entered the filling station and 
asked if the man had seen a cer- 
tain person, whom he described 
to him. Upon being told no, Ron- 
nie left, but he came back a few 
minutes later and pulled out a 
gun and said, “This is a stick-up, 
I want your money.” 

The man in the filling station 
told him that he did not have any 
money. Ronnie then ordered him 
in the back room. As the man 
walked into the back room, he 
looked. up on the wall and noticed 
the shadow of Ronnie on the wall, 
and Ronnie was about to club him 
over the head. The filling station 
man rammed his elbow into the 
pit of Ronnie’s' stomach. 
wrestled and the man got the gun. 
Ronnie started running, and then

The man made 
him lie down on his back while 
he called the police.

as my Saviour. I was “born 
again.” Then I could say with 
David that Christ had become my 
Saviour too. The Bible says, ‘For 
“= whosoever shall call upon the 
“name of the Lord shall be saved” 
(Rom. 10:13). I called, and Jesus 
saved me. Have you called? 


I had a deacon walk the aisle 
of a church during a revival in 
Colorado last fall, and with tears 
in his eyes he admitted that he 
had been a Baptist for twenty-six 
years, but had never been saved. 
He had never received Christ as 
his personal Saviour. It did not 
take me but a few minutes to 
open my Bible and lead that dea- 
con to a saving knowledge of 
Jesus Christ. Christ became his 
Saviour, too. Do you know Jesus 
Christ as your own personal 
Saviour? 

Some years 
Welsh Christians invited that 
gifted evangelist, Henry Moore- 
house, to conduct a revival for 
them. They did not have any 
churches in town, so they built a 
tabernacle. Just four walls and a 
roof. Henry Moorehouse began 
preaching every morning and 
every night. Crowds came; souls 
were saved; a church was organ- 
ized. The meetings began to be 
the talk of the town. One day, 
after the morning meeting, some of 
the Christian men met Mr. Moore- 
house and began to talk with him 
like this, “Mr. Moorehouse, we 
think you ought to close this 
meeting tonight and go home.” 

“Why, what have I done?” Mr. 
Moorehouse asked. 

“Tt is not what you have done, 
but it is what is going to be done 
to you,” they replied. 

“Who is going to do something 
to me? I can’t make up my mind 
until I know all the details,” Mr. 
Moorehouse . said. 


“Mr. Moorehouse,” they replied, 
“There is a man in this town by 
the name of Ike Miller. He is the 
lowest, lewdest, white man that 
we know about. He hates preach- 
ers; he curses God; he despises 
he abuses Christians. 
And Ike Miller has told us to tell 
you that if you don’t close this 
meeting tonight, that he is com- 
ing tomorrow night and pistol- 
whip you out of town.” 


Mr. Moorehouse bowed his head 
for a moment of prayer. Then 
he looked at the men and said, 
“Fellows, I believe that God 
brought me here to preach to you 
folks, and Lam not going to run. 
God will take care of Ike Miller. 
What does Ike Miller look like?” 

They described Ike Miller to 
Mr. Moorehouse. Mr. Moorehouse 
preached that night. The next day 
he went all over town looking for 
Ike Miller. He was not afraid of 
him; he just wanted to talk to 
him. But he could not find him. 
That night the tabernacle was 
jammed and packed. The word 
got out that Ike Miller was going 
to run the preacher out of town. 
Mr. Moorehouse got up and led a 
couple of songs, had prayer, led 
another couple of songs, read his 
text, had prayer, and began 
preaching. He had only preached 
about five minutes, when the back 
door opened with a bang. Ike 
Miller walked in. Mr. Moorehouse 
recognized him right away. Ike 
Miller walked all- the way down 
the middle aisle and took a seat 
on the front row. He looked at 
Henry Moorehouse as if. to say, 
“O.K., let’s see what you have 
got.” Mr. Moorehouse bowed his 
head for another moment of silent 
prayer. Then he announced a new 
text, “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
=on, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life’ (John 3:16). And 
he preached a sermon on the love 
of God, in Christ, that would melt 
a statue. When he finished he 
called the people to their feet in 
an invitation hymn.

Mr. Moorehouse bowed his 
head, as the tears scalded down 
his cheeks. “Brethren, pray for 
me,” he said, “Maybe I made a 
mistake, but I was only trying 
to do what the Holy Spirit was 
leading me to do.” 

But the precious Holy Spirit 
of God knew what He was do- 
ing. Ike Miller walked out of that 
place and down the street of that 
town. He passed saloons; he pass- 
ed gambling joints; he passed 
places of worse reputation than 
that. Men and women of all kinds 
tried to stop him, but he would 
not be stopped. He walked out 
to the edge of town, turned to his 
right, walked about a mile and a 
half on a country road. He came 
to a tumble-down shack. The 
fence was about to fall over. Light 
could be seen through the cracks 
in the wall. Ike Miller made good 
money, but he drank and carous- 
ed it all away. He walked up to 
the door, pushed it open with his 
knees, and stood before a one- 
room affair. A bed, a stove, a 
pallet, a table, and two rickety 
chairs. His wife was doing some 
sewing, and had a boy about 
seven and a girl about ten fussing 
over something in her lap. As 
soon as Ike Miller walked in, his 
wife got up and motioned the boy 
and girl behind her. She backed 
up to the bed, and the children 
scooted under the bed. The wo- 
man was willing to take all the 
abuse that her husband could put 
out, just to protect her children. 


Ike Miller started toward his 
wife. He was:a rotten sinner, but 
he had a little commonsense. He 
stretched out his arms and said, 
“Lassie, you don’t have to be 
afraid; God’s brought you a brand 
new husband.” And he embraced 
her in Christian love. Some few 
minutes later he reached down and 
pulled his son and daughter out 
from under the bed. They looked 
up and saw their mother crying, 
and they started crying, too. Ike 
Miller took these children and 
kissed them and petted them and 
caressed them. Pretty soon they 
stopped crying. Ike Miller looked 
at his wife and said, “Lassie, don’t 
you think we ought to pray?” 
She said “yes.” They knelt at the 
old rickety table. The Christian 
wife started to pray, but all the 
years of torture and torment 
came over her like a flood, and 
she broke down and began cry- 
ing. She just couldn’t pray. 

Old Ike Miller wanted to pray, 
but he did not know how. He said, 
“Father,” and he stopped. He said, 
“Master” and stopped again. He 
said “Lord” and stopped. He said 
“Saviour” and stopped again. He 
did want to pray, but just did not 
know how. Then his mind wander- 
ed back to his mother’s knees 
years ago. He looked up into the 
face of Jesus and said, “Gentle 
Jesus, meek and mild, look upon 
this little child; pity my simplic- 
ity, and suffer me to come to 
thee,” And Jesus reached down 
with the blood of his own soul;

monitions; fourthly, four instruc- 
tions; and fifthly, I shall give you 
five subjects for’ children; all 
taken from the text. 


I. One Doctrine 


First, ONE DOCTRINE. ‘‘Come, ye 
children, hearken unto me: I will 
teach you the fear of the Lord.” 
The doctrine is, that children are 
capable of being taught the fear 
of the Lord. Men are generally 
wisest after they have been the 
most foolish. David had been ex- 
tremely foolish, and now he be- 
came extremely wise; and being 
so it was not likely that he would 
utter foolish sentiments, or give 
directions such as would be dic- 
tated by a weak mind. 


1. Children Can Understand 


We have heard it said by some 
that children can not understand 
the great mysteries of religion. 
We even know some _ Sunday 
school teachers who cautiously 
avoid mentioning the great doc- 
trines of the Gospel, because they 
think the children are not prepar- 
ed to receive them. Alas! the 
same mistake has crept into the 
pulpit, for it is currently believed, 
among a.certain class of preach- 
ers, that many of the doctrines of 
the Word of God, although true 
are not fit to be taught to the 
people, since they would pervert 
them to their own destruction. 
Away with such _ priestcraft! 
Whatever my God has revealed 


you have never been truly saved. 
Perhaps, like the deacon in Colo- 
rado, you have held high office in 
a church many years without ever 
having experienced the new birth. 
Or maybe you have never made 
any start religiously of any kind! 


Whatever your condition, surely 
you realize that apart from Christ 
you are lost. You must Know that 
your sins are many and great. 
Now you know also that since the 
Son of God died and rose again 
to pay for your sins, by trusting 
Him you can be saved forever! 
Romans 10:13 assures you, “For 
whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved.” 
If you will now call upon Him, 
right now receive Him into your 
heart, sign the decision slip be- 


low and cut it out (or copy it) 


and send it to me today. I will 
send you a letter of counsel and 
encouragement immediately., And 
I will let Brother Wagner know of 
your decision and together we will 
rejoice.

ought to be preached. Whatever 
He has revealed, if I am not cap- 
able of understanding it, I will 
still believe, and preach it. I do 
hold that there is no doctrine of 
the Word of God which a child, 
if he be capable of salvation, is 
not capable of receiving. I would 
have children taught all the great 
doctrines of truth without a soli- 
tary exception, that they may in 
their after days hold fast by them. 

I can bear witness that children 
can understand the Scriptures, for 
I am sure that when but a child 
I could have discussed many a 
knotty point of controversial the- 
ology, having heard both sides of 
the question freely stated among 
my father’s circle of friends. In 
fact, children are capable of un- 
derstanding some things in early 
life, which we hardly understand 
afterward. Children have emin- 
ently a simplicity of faith. Sim- 
plicity is akin to the highest 
knowledge; indeed, we know not 
that there is much distinction 
between the simplicity of a child 
and the genius of the profoundest 
mind. He who receives things 
simply, as a child, will often have 
ideas which thegyman who is prone 
to make a syllogism of every thing 
will never attain unto. 


If you wish to know whether 
children can be taught, I point 
you to many in our churches, and 
in pious families—not prodigies, 
but such as we frequently see— 
Timothies and Samuels, and little 
girls too, who have early come 
to know a Saviour’s love. As soon 
as a child is capable of being 
damned it is capable of being sav- 
ed. As soon as a child can sin, that 
child can, if God’s grace assist it, 
believe and receive the Word of 
God. As soon as Children can learn 
evil, be assured that they are 
competent, under the teaching of 
the Holy Ghost, to learn good. 
Never go to your class with the 
thought that the children cannot 
comprehend you; for if you do not 
make them understand, it is be- 
cause you do not understand 
yourselves; if you do not teach 
children what you wish, it is be- 
cause you are not fit for the task: 
you should find out simpler words 
more fitted for their capacity, 
and then you would discover that 
it was not the fault of the child, 
but the fault of the teacher, if he 
did not learn. 


2. Children Can Be Saved 


I hold that children are cap- 
able of salvation. He who in di- 
vine sovereignty reclaimeth the 
gray-haired sinner from the error 
of his ways, can turn a little 
child from his youthful follies. He 
who in the eleventh hour findeth 
some standing idle in the mar- 
ket-place, and sendeth them into 
the vineyard, can call men at the 
dawning of the day to labor for 
Him. He who can change the 
course of a river when it has 
rolled onward and become a 
mighty flood, can control a new- 
born rivulet leaping from its 
cradle fountain, and make it run 
in the channel He desireth. He 
can do all things; He can work 
upon children’s hearts as He 
pleases, for all are under His 
control. 


I will not stay to establish the 
doctrine, because I do not con- 
sider that any of. you are so 
foolish as to doubt it. But al- 
though you believe it, I fear many 
of you do not expect to hear of 
children being saved. Throughout 
the churches I have noticed a 
kind abhorrence of any thing like 
early, childlike piety. We are 
frightened at the idea of a little 
boy loving Christ; and if we hear 
of a little girl following the Saviour; 
we say it is a youthful fancy, 
an early impression that will die 
away. My dear friends, I beseech 
you, never treat infant piety with 
suspicion. It is a tender plant— 
don’t brush it too hard. 


I heard a tale-some time ago, 
which I believe to be perfectly 
authentic. A dear little girl, some 
five or six years old, a true lover 
of Jesus, requested of her mother 
that she might join the church. 
The mother told her she was too 
young. The poor little thing was 
grieved exceedingly; and after a- 
while the mother, who saw that 
piety was in her heart, spoke to 
the minister on the subject. The 
minister talked to the child, and 


said to the mother, “I am 
thoroughly convinced of her piety, 
but I can not take her into the 
church, she is too young.” When 
the child heard that, a strange 
gloom passed over her face; and 
the next morning when her 
mother went to her little bed 
she lay with pearly tear or two 
on each eye, dead for very grief; 
her heart was broken, because 
she could not follow her Saviour, 
and do as He had bidden her. I 
would not have murdered that 
child for a world! 


Take care how you treat young 
piety. Be tender of it. Believe 
that children can be saved as 
much as yourselves. When you 
see the young heart brought to 
the Saviour, don’t stand by and 
speak harshly, mistrusting every- 
thing. It is better sometimes to 
be deteived than to be the means 
of ruining one. God send to His 
people a more firm belief that 
little buds of grace are worthy 
of all care. | 


II. Two Encouragements for 
Sunday School Teachers 
Now, secondly, I will give you 

TWO ENCOURAGEMENTS, both of 

which you will find in the text. 


1. David and Jesus Taught 
Little Children 


The first encouragement is that 
of pious example. David. said, 
“Come, ye little children, hearken 
unto me: I will teach you the 
fear of the Lord.” You are not 
ashamed to tread in the foot- 
steps of David, are you? You 
will not object to follow the 
example of one who was first 
eminently holy, and then eminent- 
ly great. Shall the shepherd boy, 
the giant slayer, the psalmist of 
Israel, and the monarch, tread 
in footsteps which you are too 
proud to follow? Ah! no; you will 
be happy, I am sure, to be as 
David was. If you want, how- 
ever, a higher example, even than 
that of David, hear the Son of 
David while from His lips the 
sweet words flow, “Suffer  lit- 
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Children 


tle children to come unto me 
and forbid them not, for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven.’ I am 
sure it would encourage you if 
you always thought of these 
examples. 


You teach children—you are not 
dishonored by it. Some say you 
are a mere Sunday School teacher, 
but you are a noble personage, 
holding an honorable office, and 
having illustrious’ predecessors. 
We love to see persons of some 
standing in society take an interest 
in Sunday schools. One great 
fault in many of our churches 
is that the children are left to the 
young people to take care of— 
the older members, who have 
more wisdom, taking but very 
little notice of them; and very 
often the wealthier members of 
the church stand aside as if the 
teaching of the poor were not 
(as indeed it is) the special busi- 
ness of the-rich. I hope for the 
day when the mighty men of 
Israel shall be found helping in 
this great warfare against the 
enemy. In the United States we 
have heard- of presidents, of 
judges, men of Congress, and per- 
sons in the highest positions—not 
condescending, for I scorn to use 
such a term, but honoring them- 
selves by teaching little children 
in Sunday Schools. 


He who teaches a class in a 
Sunday School has earned a good 
degree. I had rather receive the 
titie of. 5S: 8S. T., than M. A., B. 
A., of any other honor that ever 
was conferred. Let me beg of you 
then to take heart, because your 
duties are so honorable. Let the 
royal example of David, let the 
noble, the godlike example of 
Jesus Christ inspire you with 
fresh diligence and increasing ar- 
dor, with confident and enduring 
perseverance, still to go on in 
your mighty work, saying, as 
David did, ‘‘Come, ye children, 
hearken unto me: I» will teach 
you the fear of the Lord.” 


_2. Tremendous Success’ Possible 


The second encouragement I 
will give is the encouragement of 
great success. David said, “Come, 
ye children, hearken unto me:” 
he did not add, “Perhaps 1 will 
teach you the fear of the Lord,” 
but “I will teach you.” He had 
success; or if he had not, others 
have. The success of Sunday 
schools! If I begin to speak of 
that I shall have an endless 
theme; therefore I will not com- 


mence. Many volumes’ might 
be written on it, and _ then 
when all were written, we 
might say, “I suppose. that 


even the world itself could not 
contain all that might be writ- 
ten.” Up yonder where the starry 
hosts perpetually sing His high 
praise—up where the white-robed 
throng continually cast their 
crowns before His feet—we may 
behold the success of Sunday 
Schools. There, too, where infant 
millions assemble Sunday after 
Sunday, to sing, “Gentle Jesus, 
meek and mild,’ we see with 
joy the success of Sunday Schools. 
And up here, in almost every 
pulpit of our land, and there in 
the pews where the deacons sit, 


, and godly members join in wor- 


ship—there is the success of Sun- 
day Schools. 


And far away across yonder 
broad ocean in the islets of the 
south, in lands where those dwell 
who bow before blocks of wood 
and stone—there are missionaries 
saved by Sunday Schools, whose 
thousands, redeemed by their’ la- 
bors, contribute to swell the 
mighty stream of the tremendous, 
unexampled, incalculable, I had al- 
most said infinite success of Sun- 
day School instruction. Go on! 
go on! So much has been done; 
more shall be done. Let all your 
past victories inflame you with 
ardor; let the remembrance of 
campaigns of triumph, ~and of 
battlefields, won for your Sav- 
iour in the realms of salvation 
and peace, be your encourage- 
ment for fresh duty. 

Now, thirdly, I give you THREE 
ADMONITIONS. 


Ill. Three Admonitions for 
Sunday Scheol Teachers 
1. Remember, You Are Teaching 
Children, the Most Fertile Soil 
The first is, recollect whom you 


are teaching. “Come, ye children.” 
I think we ought always to have 
respect to our audience, not that 
we need care that we are preach- 
ing to Mr. So-and-so, Sir William 
This, or My Lord That—because 
in God’s sight that is a trifle; but 
we are to remember that we are 
preaching to men and women who 
have souls, so that we ought not 
to occupy their time by things 
that are not worth their hearing. 
But...when you teach in Sunday 
Schools, you are, if it be possible, 
in a more responsible situation 
even than a minister. He preaches 
to grown-up people—men of judg- 
ment, who, if they do not like 
What he preaches, have the option 
of going somewhere else; you 
teach children who have no option 
to go elsewhere. 


If you teach the child wrongly, 
he believes you; if you teach him 
heresies, he will receive them; 
what you teach him now, he will 
never forget. You are not sowing, 
as some gay, on virgin soil, for 
it has long been occupied by the 
Devil; but you are sowing on a soil 
more fertile now than it ever will 
be—that will produce fruit now 
far better than it will do in 
after days; you are sowing on a 
young heart, and what you sow 
will be pretty sure to abide there, 
especially if you teach evil, for 
that will never be forgotten. You 
are beginning with the child; take 
care what you do with him. Don't 
spoil him. 


Many a child has been treated 
like the Indian children, who have 
copper plates put upon their fore- 
heads, so that they may never 
grow. There are many who know 
themselves to be simpletons now, 
just because those who had the 
care of them when young gave 
them no opportunities of getting 
knowledge, so that when they be- 
came old they cared _ nothing 
about it. Have a care what you 
are after; you are teaching chil- 
dren; mind what you are doing. 
Put poison in the spring, and it 
‘will impregnate the whole stream. 
Take care what you are after, 
sir! You are twisting the sapling, 
and the old oak will be bent 
thereby. -Have a care! It is a 
child’s soul you are tampering 
with, if you are tampering at all; 
it is a child’s soul you are prepar- 
ing for eternity, if God is with 
you. I give you a solemn admoni- 
tion on every child’s behalf. Sure- 
ly, if it be treachery to admin- 
ister. poison to the dying, it must 
be far more criminal to give poi- 
son to the young life. If it be evil 
to mislead gray-headed age, it 
must be far more so to turn aside 
the young heart to a road of error 
in which he may forever walk. 
Ah! it is a solemn admonition— 
you are teaching children. 


2. You Are Teaching for God 


The second is, recollect, that 
you are teaching for God. “Come, 
ye children, hearken unto me: I 
will teach you the fear of the 
Lord.’ If you, as teachers, were 
only assembled to teach geogra- 
phy, I am sure I should not inter- 
fere if you were to tell the chil- 
dren that the north pole was close 
to the equator; if you were to 
say that the extremity of South 
America verged hard by the coast 
of Europe; I would smile at your 
error, and perhaps should even 
retain it as a joke, if I heard you 
assure them that England was in 
the middle of Africa. But you are 
not teaching geography or astron- 
omy nor are you teaching for 
business or for the world; but you 
are teaching them to the best of 
your ability for God. You say to 
them, “Children, you come here 
to be taught the Word of God; you 
come here, if it. be possible, that 
we may be the means of saving 
your souls.” Have a care what 
you are after when you pretend 
to be teaching them for God. 
Wound the child’s hand if. you 
like, but, for God’s sake, don’t 
touch his heart. Say what you 
like about temporal matters, but 
I beseech you, in spiritual mat- 
ters, take care how you lead him. 
O! be careful that it is the truth 
which you ~inculeate, and only 
that. And now how solemn your 
work becomes! He who is doing a 
work for himself, let him do it 
as he likes; but he who is labor- 


how he does his work; he who is 
now employed by a monarch, let 
him beware how he performs his 
duty; but he who labors for God, 
let him tremble lest he does his 
work ill! Remember you are la- 
boring for God. I say so, because 
you profess to be. Alas! many, I 
fear, even among you, are far 
from having this view of the mat- 
ter, 


3. Children Urgently Need 
Teaching 

The third admonition is—re- 
member that your children need 
teaching. The text implies that, 
when it says, “Come, ye children, 
hearken unto me: I will teach you 
the fear of the Lord.” That makes 
your work all the more solemn. If 
children did not need teaching, 
I would not be so extremely anx- 
ious that you should teach them 
right; for works of supereroga- 
tion—works that are not neces- 
sary, men may do as they please. 
But here the work is necessary. 
Your child needs teaching! He 
was born in iniquity; in sin did 
his mother conceive him. He has 
an evil heart; he knows not God, 
and he never will unless he is 
taught. 


He is not like some ground of 
which we have heard, that hath 
good seed lying hidden in its very 
bowels; but, instead thereof, he 
hath evil seed within his heart. 
God can place good seed there. 
You profess to be His instruments 
to scatter seed upon that child’s 
heart; remember, if that seed be 
not sown, he will be lost forever, 
his life will be a life of alienation 
from God, and, at his death, ever- 
lasting fire must be his portion. 
Be careful, then, how you teach, 
remembering the urgent necessity 
of the case. This is not a house on 
fire needing your assistance at the 
engine, nor is it a wreck at sea, 
demanding your oar in the life- 
boat, but it is a deathless spirit 
calling aloud to you, “Come over 
and help us.” I.beseech you, teach 
“the fear of the Lord,” and that 
only; be very anxious to say, and 
say truly, “I will teach you the 
fear of the Lord.” 


IV. Four Instructions . 


That brings me, in the fourth 
place, to FOUR INSTRUCTIONS, and 
they are all in the text. 


1. Somehow, Anyway, Go Get the 
Children! 


The first is—get the children to 
come to your school. “Come, ye 
children.” The great complaint 
with some is that they can not 
obtain children. Go and get them 
to come. In London we are having 
a canvass; that is a good idea, 
and you ought to have a canvass 
of every country village, and of 
every market town, and get every 
child you can; for David says, 
“Come, ye children.” My advice 
then, is, get the children to come, 
and do any thing right to effect 
it. But, except to avoid wrong, 
don’t be very particular how you 
get the children to school. 


Why, if I could not get people 
to come to my place by preaching 
in a black coat, I would have 
regimentals tomorrow. I would 
have a congregation somehow. 
Better do strange things’ than 
have an empty chapel, or an 
empty school room. When I was 
in Scotland, we sent the bellman 
round a village to secure an audi- 
ence, and the means was eminent- 
ly successful. Spare no means. Go 
and get the children in. 


I have known ministers who 
have gone out in the streets on 
Sunday and talked to the children 
who were playing in the street, so 
as to induce them to come to the 
school. This is what an earnest 
teacher will do. “I say, John,” he 
will say, “come into our school; 
you can not think what a nice 
school it is.” Then he gets the 
children in, and, in his kind, win- 
ning manner, he tells them some 
stories and anecdotes about girls 
and boys, and so on. And in this 
way the school is filled. Go and 
catch them any how. There is no 
law against it. You may do what 
you like in battle. All is fair 
against the Devil. My first instruc- 
tion then is, get children, and get 
them any how. 


2. Earnestly Seek the Children’s 
Love 

The next is, get the children to 
love you, if you can. That also is 
in the text. “Come, ye children, 


we used to be taught in the dame 
school, how we stood up with our 
hands behind us to repeat our les- 
sons. That was not David's plan. 
“Come, ye children—-come here, 
and sit upon my knee.” “O!” 
thinks the child, “how nice to 
have such a teacher! a teacher 
that will let me come near him, 
a teacher that does not say ‘go,’ 
but ‘come.’” The fault of many 
teachers is that they do not get 
their children near them, but en- | 
deavor to foster a kind of awful | 
respect. Before you-can teach | 
children you must get the silver | 
key of kindness to unlock their | 
hearts, and get their attention. | 
Say, “Come, ye children.” | 


We have known some good men | 
who are objects of abhorrence to| 
children. You remember the story | 
of two little boys who were one 
day asked if they would like to 
go to Heaven, and who, much to 
their teacher’s astonishment, said 
they really should not, When they 
were asked “why not,’ one of 
them said, “I should not like to go 
to Heaven because grandpa would 
be there, and would be sure to 
say, ‘get along boys, get along 
boys.’ I should not like to be 
along with grandpa.” If a boy has 
a teacher who always wears a 
sour look, but who talks to him 
about Jesus, what does the boy 
think? “I wonder whether Jesus 
was. like you; if He was, 
I shouldn't like Him much.” If 
you drive a boy from you, your 
power is gone, for you won't be 
able to teach him any thing. It is 
of no avail to attempt teaching 
those who do not love you. Try 
and make them love you, and then 
they will learn any thing from 
you. 


3. Get the Children’s Attention 


The next instruction is, get the 
children’s attention. That is in the 


unto me.” If they do not hearken, 
you may talk, but you will speak 
to no purpose whatever. If they 
do not listen, you go through your 
Jabors as an unmeaning drudgery 
to yourselves and your scholars 
too. You can do nothing without 
securing their attention. “That is 
just what I cannot do,” says one. 
Well, that depends upon yourself, 
If you give them something worth 
attending to, they will he sure 
to attend. Give them: something 
worth hearing, and they will cer- 
tainly hearken. This rule may not 
be universal, but it is very nearly 
so. 

Don’t forget to give them a 
few illustrations. Illustrative stor- 
ies are very much objected to by 
critics of sermons, who say they 
ought not to be used in the pulpit.

But some of us know better than 
that; we know what will wake a 
congregation up; we can speak 


dotes here and there are first- 
rate things to get the attention of 
persons who won't listen to dry 
doctrine. Do you try and learn 
ag many illustrations in the week 
as possible. Wherever you go, if 
you are really a good teacher, you 
can always find something to 
make into a tale to tell your chil- 
dren. Then, when your class gets 
dull, and you cannot get their 
attention, say to them, “Do you 
know the Five Bells?” and then 
they all open their_eyes directly, 
if there is such a place in the 
village, or, “Do you know the 
turning against the Red Lion?” 
and then tell them something you 


may have read or heard just to 
secure their attention. 


A dear child once said: “Fath- 
er, I like to hear Mr. So-and-so 
preach, because he puts some 
‘likes’ into his sermon—'‘like this, 
and like that.’” Yes, children al- 
ways love those “likes.” Make 
parables, pictures, figures for 
them, and you will always get on. 
I am sure if I were a boy listen- 
ing to some of you, unless you told 
me a tale now and then, you 
would as often see the back of 
my head as my face; and I don’t 
know, if I sat in a hot school- 
room, but that my head would 
nod, and I should go to sleep, or 
be playing with Tom on my left, 
and do as many strange things 
as the rest, if you did not strive 
to interest me. Remember § to 


make them hearken, 

The fourth admonition is, have 
a care what you teach the chil- 
dren. “Come, ye children, hearken 
unto me: I will teach you the 
fear of the Lord.” Not to weary 
you, however, I only hint at that, 
and pass on. 


V. Five Great Subjects for the 
Sunday School Teacher 


In the fifth place, to give you 
FIvE SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSONS— 
five subjects to teach your chil- 
dren—and these you will find in 
the verses following the _ text: 
“Come, ye children; hearken unto 
me: I will teach you the fear of 
the Lord.” The first thing to teach 
is morality. ‘‘What man is he that 
desireth life, and loveth many 
days, that he may see good? Keep 
thy tongue from evil, and thy lips 
from speaking guile. Depart from 
evil, and do good; seek peace, and 
pursue it.”

The fifth 
thing is the inestimable blessed- 
ness of being a child of God: 
“Many are the afflictions of the 
righteous, but the Lord delivereth 
him out of them all. He keepeth 
all his bones: not one of them is 
broken. The Lord redeemeth the 
soul of his servants: and none of 
them that trust in him shall be 
desolate.” 


1. Teach Morality, Righteousness 

I have given you these divisions, 
and now let me refer to them one 
by one. Here, then, is a model 
lesson for you: “Come, ye chil- 
dren, hearken unto me: I will 
teach you the fear of the Lord.’ 


rogative: “What man is he that 
desireth life, and loveth many 
days?” The children like that 
thought; they would like to live 
to be old. With this preface he 
commences and teaches them 
morality: “Keep thy tongue from 
evil, and thy lips from speaking 
guile. Depart from evil, and do 
good; seek peace, and pursue it.” 
Now, we never teach morality as 
the way of salvation. God forbid 
that we should ever mix up man’s 
works in any way with the road 
to Heaven; for “‘we are saved by 
grace through faith, and that not 
of ourselves, it is the gift of God.” 
But yet we teach morality, while 
we teach spirituality; and I have 
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messages of cheer to 


always found that the Gospel pro- 
duces the best morality in all the 
world. 


I would have the Sunday School 
teacher take care of the morals 
of the boys and girls, speaking to 
them very particularly of those 
sins which are most common to 
youth. He may honestly and con- 
veniently say many things to his 
children which no one else can 
say, especially when reminding 
them of the sin of lying, so com- 
mon with children; the sin of little 
petty thefts, of disobedience to 
parents, of breaking the Lord’s 
day. I would have the teacher 
be very particular in mentioning 


these things, one by one; for it 
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is of little. avail talking to them 
about sins in the mass: you must 
take them one by one, just as 
David did. First look after the 
tongue: “Keep thy tongue from 
evil, and thy lips from speaking 
guile.’”’ Then look after the whole 
conduct: “Depart from evil, and 
do good; seek peace, and pursue 
it.’ If the child’s soul is not sav- 
ed by other parts of the teaching, 
this part may have a beneficial 
effect upon his life; and so far 
so good. Morality, however, is 
comparatively a small thing. 


2. Teach Godliness 

The best part of what you 
teach is godliness, a constant be- 
lief in God—I said, not religion, 
but godliness. Many people are 
religious without being godly.

3. Show the Evil of Sin and Its 
Punishment 


The third lesson is—the evil of 
sin. If the child does not learn 
that, he will never learn the way 
to Heaven. None of us ever knew 
what a Saviour Christ was till » 
we knew what an evil thing sin 
was, If the Holy Ghost does not 
teach us “‘the exceeding sinfulness 
of sin,” we shall never know the 
blessedness of salvation. Let us 
ask His grace, then, when we 
teach, that we may evermore be 
able to lay stress upon the abom- 
inable nature of sin. “The face of 
the Lord is against them that do 
evil, to cut off the remembrance 
of them from the face of the 
earth.” 


Don’t spare your child; let him 
know what sin leads to; don’t, 
like some people, be afraid of 
speaking the consequences of sin 
plainly and broadly. I have heard 
of a father, one of whose sons, @ 
very ungodly young man, was 
taken off in a very sudden man- 
ner. He did not, as some would 
do, say to his family: “We hope 
your brother has gone to Hea- 
ven.” No; but, overcoming his 
natural feelings he was enabled, 
by divine grace, to assemble his 
children, and say: “My sons and 
daughters, your brother is dead; 
I fear he is in Hell; you knew 
his life and conduct, you saw how 
he behaved: God -snatched him 
away.” Then he solemnly warned 
them of the place to which he 
believed, and almost knew he was 
gone, begging them to shun its 
and then he was the means of 
bringing them to serious thought. 


But had he acted, as some 
would have done, with tenderness 
of heart, but not with honesty 
of purpose, and said he hoped his 
son had gone to Heaven, what 
would the others have said? “If 
he is gone to Heaven, there is no 
need for us to fear, we may live 
as we like.” No, no; I hold it 
is not unchristian to say of some 
men that they are gone to Hell, 
when we have seen that their lives 
have been hellish lives. Be hon- 
est, then, with your children, and 
teach them, by the help of God, 
that evil shall slay the wicked. 


4. Teach Children They Must Be 
Born Again 


But you will not have done half 
enough unless you teach carefully 
the fourth point—the absolute 
necessity of a change of heart. Oh, 
may God enable us to keep this 
constantly before the minds of the 
taught—that there must be a 
broken heart and a contrite spirit, 
that good works will be of no 
avail. unless there be a new na- 
ture, that the most arduous du- 
ties, and the most earnest pray- 
ers will all be nothing, unless 
there be.a.true and thorough re- 
pentance for sin, and an entire 
forsaking of it through the mercy 
of God. Ah! be you sure, what- 
ever you leave out, that you tell 
them of the three Rs, Ruin, Re- 
generation, and Redemption. Tell 
them that they are ruined by the 
fall, and that if they are redeem- 
ed by Christ they never can know 
it until they are regenerated by 
the Spirit. Keep before them these 
things; and then you will have 
the pleasing task of telling them. 


5. Teach the Happiness and 
Blessedness of Being a 
Christian , 


In the fifth place, the joy and 
blessedness of bcing a Christian. 
Well, I need’ not tell you how to 
talk about that for if you know 
what it is to be a Christian you 
will never be short of matter. Ah! 
beloved, when we get on this sub- 
ject, our mind cares not to speak, 
for it would riot in its joys, and 
revel in its bliss. Oh! truly was it 
said: “‘Blessed is the man whose 
iniquity is forgiven, and whose 
sin is pardoned.” Truly was it 
said: “Blessed is he that trusteth 
in the Lord, and whose hope the 
Lord is.” Always lay a stress upon 
this point, that the righteous are 
a blessed people—that God's 
chosen family, redeemed by blood 
and saved by power, are a blessed 
people here below, and will be a 
blessed people above. Let your 
children see that you are blessed. 
If they know you are in trouble, 
come with a smiling face, if it be 
possible, so that they may say: 
“Teacher is a blessed man, al- 
though he is bowed down with 
his troubles.” Always seek to keep

a joyous face that they may 
know religion to be a_ blessed 
thing; and let this be one main 
point of your teaching, though 
“many are the afflictions of the 
righteous: but the Lord delivercth 
him out of them all. ‘He keepeth 
all his bones: not one of them is 
broken.” “The Lord redeemeth 
the soul of his servants; and none 
of them that trust in him shall 
be. desolate.” 


Thus I have given you these 
five lessons; and now, in conclu- 
sion, let. me solemnly say, with 
all the instruction you may give 
to your children, you must all of 
you be deeply conscious that you 
are not capable of doing anything 
in the child’s salvation, but that 
it is God Himself who from the 
first to the last must effect it all. 
You are a pen; God may write 


Children 


with you, but you cannot write 
yourself. You are a sword; God 
may with you slay the child’ S sin, 
but you cannot slay it yourself, 
Be you therefore always mindful 
of this, that you must be first 
taught of God yourself, and then 
you must ask God to teach, for 
unless a higher teacher than you 
instruct the child, that child must 
perish. It is not all your instruc- 
tion can save his soul: it is the 
blessing of God resting on it. 

May God bless your labors! He 
will do it if you are instant in 
prayer, constant in supplication; 
for never yet did the earnest 
preacher or teacher, labor in vain, 
and never yet has it been found 
that the bread cast upon the 
waters has been lost.

intrudes Mary into every doctrine 
relating to Christ. Did our Lord 
have a pre-existence? So had 
Mary! Did He create the world? 
So did Mary! Was He sinless in His 
Virgin Birth? So was Mary in her 
immaculate conception! Was He 
without sin in His life? So was 
Mary! Was He crucified to save 
sinners? Mary was morally cruci- 
fied with Him! Did He shed His 
precious Blood? His blood was 
her blood! Did. He rise from the 
dead? So did Mary! Did He as- 
cend into Heaven? So did Mary 
in her assumption! Is He reigning 
in Heaven? So is Mary! Is He in- 
terceding for us? So is Mary! 


An Examination of These Claims 


The Roman Church speaks the 
truth when she says: “Very lit- 
tle is said about her in the Scrip- 
tures;” but one thing is certain, 
what is said is diametrically op- 
posed to Rome’s erroneous claims.

of Mary into Biblical Christology. 
“And Mary said, My soul. doth 
magnify the Lord, and my spirit 
hath rejoiced in God my Saviour’ 
(Luke 1:46-48). Here is Mary’s 
pronouncement, aS opposed. to 
Rome’s fictions: “And Mary said 

. ” This is Mary’s confession 
in direct contrast with Rome’s 
assertion: “My Saviour.” This was 
her acknowledgment of her sin- 
nership, though a saved sinner. 
The Magnificat was also Mary’s 
declaration of her faith in Jesus 
Christ as her Lord, and her proc- 
lamation of praise: “My soul doth 
magnify the Lord.’ Thus, it was 
Mary’s confession of Jesus Christ 
as her Saviour; witnessing to (1) 
her acknowledgment of herself as 
a sinner; (2) as needing agSaviour, 
as others do (Luke 2:11); and 
(3) as owning Him as her Saviour. 
Consequently, her relationship to 
Jesus, not as mother, but as a@ sin- 
ner, is emphasized. 


“Pre-existence of Mary” 


In giving attention to the false 
claims of the Roman Church re- 
lating to Mary’s place in the 
scheme of redemption, in contrast 
with the direct statements of Holy 
Scripture, 
that it can be treated only briefly 
here, and will constitute but an in- 
troduction to a full discussion of 
these several aspects of Mariola- 
try. 

The Roman Church has appro- 
priated the Book of Proverbs un- 
to the glorification of Mary. Rome 
applies the “Wisdom” of the Pro- 
verbs to Mary; and, by the full 
context, is driven to make more 
and more extravagant claims. On 
this, together with her apocry- 
phal counterpart to the Book of 
Proverbs, viz. her Book of Ec- 
clesiasticus, she builds up her 
Mariolatrous claims. Accordingly, 
dealing with what is termed “Our 
Lady’s. Virtues,” one authority 
states: 


The words of the Book of 
Wisdom, although literally un- 
derstood to refer to our Lord, 
the uncreated Wisdom hidden 
in the bosom of the Eternal 
Father, ARE YET MOST DI- 
RECTLY, AND ELABOR- 
ATELY, APPLIED BY THE 
CHURCH TO OUR LADY; SHE 
IS SPOKEN OF AS EXISTING 
BEFORE ALL CREATION, as 
taking root in God’s people, as 
filling Heaven with a new and 
resplendent light. She is made to 
proclaim herself “the mother of 
fair love, and of fear and know- 
ledge, and of holy hope.” In me

The Pre-existence of Our Lord 

Thus, by the misappropriation 
of Scripture, Mary is spoken of 
as existing before all creation. 
The Scripture. used is Proverbs 
8:22, “The Lord possessed me in 
the beginning of his ways,’”’ and 
Ecclesiasticus 24:14, “From the 
beginning, and before the world, 
was I created.” This, however, 
is spoken of the one who is: “Wis- 
dom,” and the Holy Spirit ‘tells 
us Who this one is, viz., “Christ 
the power of God, and the wisdom 
of God” (I Cor, 1:24). 


Further, there was only one who 
was born into this world “whose 
goings forth have been from of 
old, from everlasting,” even the 
one who was born in Bethlehem, 
whose name is Jesus, of whom it 
is written, “In the beginning was 
the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God’ 
(John 1:1; Micah 5:2). He, only, 
could say, “And now, O Father, 
glorify thou me.with thine own 
Self with the glory which I had 
with thee before the world was 
(John 17:5). 


Mary in Creation Work 


Once the Roman Church em- 
barked on this wild scheme of ex- 
egesis, she was willing to take 
any Scripture and apply it to 
Mary, if it suited her purpose, 
no matter how contrary such ap- 
plication may be to the plain sense 
Another such ex- 
travagance is that given by one 
of Rome’s greatest authorities, 
Saint Alphonsus de Liguori, where 
he says that St. Bonaventure af- 
firms, speaking of the world, “‘its 
existence depends on her will,” 
and then adds, 


He says, addressing her, “The 
world which thou with God 
didst form from the beginning 
continues to exist at thy will, 
O most holy Virgin;” the saint 
adhering in this to the words 
of Proverbs applied by _ the 
Church to Mary: “I was with 
Him forming all things” (Prov. 
viii. 30).

Our Lord, the Creator 


Mary, respected by all true 
Christians, was a lowly maiden 
in Galilee, but to give her the 
position and power as that of co- 
creator with God is a blasphemous 
assertion. Instead of this, we read 
of our Lord, “All things were 
made by him; and without him 
was not any thing made that was 
made.” ‘God, who created = all 
things by Jesus Christ.” “All 
things were created by him, and 
for him” (John 1:3; Eph. 3:9; Col. 
1:16). 


The Birth of Mary 


Throughout Rome’s _ so-called 
“Marian Year’ (1954) the Romish 
press, the world over sought to 
exalt Mary by a re-emphasis of 
her doctrine known as “The Im- 
maculate Conception of the Vir- 
gin Mary.” Much of this was a re- 
petition and enlargement of the 
“Letters Apostolic of our Most 
Holy Lord Pius IX,” according to 
the presumptuous decree issued 
December 6, 1854, and confirmed 
by the present Pope, Pius XII. 
These ‘Letters Apostolic” con- 
clude with this command is 
the Pope: 

Let all the children of — 
Catholic Church and most dear 
to US hear these OUR words, 
and with a more ardent ‘zeal 
of piety, religion, and love, pro- 
ceed to WORSHIP, invoke, and 
pray. to the Most Blessed Vir- 
gin, Mother of God, CONCEIV- 
ED WITHOUT ORIGINAL SIN, 
etc.

The Birth of Jesus Christ 


The Roman Church has been 
compelled to admit that this dog- 
ma is without Scripture war- 
rant: 

Notwithstanding the silence of 
the gospel, it has been general- 
ly believed ... that her concep- 
tion was as immaculate as her 
life.

Of course, this silence in Scrip- 
ture must be admitted, since the 
Word of God so definitely declares 
“There is none righteous, no, not 
one ... for all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God” 
(Rom. 3:10, 23). On the other 
hand, there was one who was born 
into this world without sin, and 
lived without sin, and that One 
Jesus Christ our Lord. The angel 
said unto Mary, “The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee: therefore also that 
holy thing which shall be born of 
thee shall be called the Son 
of God” (Luke 1:34, 35). This 
One, our Lord, could issue the 
challenge, “Which of you con- 
vinceth me of sin?” for the reason 
that He was “without sin,” “knew 
no sin,” and “did no sin,’ for He 
was “holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners” (John 8: 
46; Heb. 4:15; II Cor. 5:2; I Pet. 
2:22; Heb. .7:26)... . 


Mary Crucified on Calvary 


The Roman Church has so unit- 
ed Mary with Jesus Christ as to 
make her as essential to the sal- 
vation of mankind as was our 
Saviour Himself. Mary is given 
as much credit for the sacrifice 
on Calvary as is our Lord. Liguori, 
Rome’s canonized saint, says: 


All these sufferings of Jesus 
were also those of Mary; “E- 
very torture inflicted on the 
body of Jesus,” says St. Jerome, 
“was a wound in the heart of 
the Mother.” “Whoever then 
was present on the Mount of 
Calvary,” says St. John Chry- 
sostom, “might see two altars, 
on which two great sacrifices 
were consummated; the one in 
the body of Jesus, the other in 
the heart of Mary.” Nay, better 
still may we say with St. Bon- 
aventure, “there was but one 
altar—that of the cross of the 
Son, on which, together with 
his divine Lamb, the _ victim, 
THE MOTHER WAS ALSO 
SACRIFICED;” therefore’ the 
saint asks this Mother, “O 
Lady, where art thou? near the 
cross? Nay, rather, THOU ART 
ON THE CROSS, CRUCIFIED, 
SACRIFICING THYSELF 
WITH THY SON.” St. Augus- 
tine assures us of the same 
thing: “The cross and nails of 
the Son were also those of His 
Mother; WITH CHRIST CRU- 
CIFIED THE MOTHER WAS 
ALSO CRUCIFIED.” ... St. 
Bernardine writes, “At the same 
time that the Son sacrificed His 
body, the Mother sacrificed her 
soul,

Christ Alone Suffered as Sinner’s

“There was no other good e- 
nough to pay the price of sin;

Four sins in his own body on the 


tree ... by whose stripes ye were 
healed” (I Pet. 2: 24). No other 
could share with Him in the great 
work of redemption, “But he was 
wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed’ (Isa. 53:5). 

Our Blessed Redeemer is _ be- 
littled by the Roman Church into

For Arnold of Chartres says, 
“The wills of Christ and of Mary 
were then united, so _ that 
BOTH OFFERED THE SAME 
HOLOCAUST; SHE THERE- 
BY PRODUCING WITH HIM 
THE ONE EFFECT, THE SAL- 
VATION OF THE WORLD.” 

- BOTH OFFERED ONE 

AND THE SAME SACRIFICE,

Mary’s Blood Shed on Calvary 

The Roman Church seeks to 
intrude Mary into the innermost 
act of the atonement, even when 
our Lord gave His life and shed 
His precious blood.
